Alexander encouraged young peo- 
ple to plan early for college, discussed 
benefits of finishing a college degree 
and said it is the responsibility of the 
community to help people stay in 


school. Alexander addressed about 150 - 


people, including about 20 high school 
students. 

The event is part of the CSU Afri- 
can American initiative, which started 
in-2005 when Chancellor Charles B. 
Reed and Bishop Charles E. Blake 
convened community, civic, business 
and education leaders to develop new 
ways to educate kindergarten through 
grade 12 students, parents and families 
about the value of a college degree to 
ensure a stable future, according to the 
CSU website. 

“Follow these courses and follow 
the online mentorship program, and 
your students will be on the right 
path for college,’ Alexander said. 


“{Success in school] is a family issue 
and a community issue, that’s why 
we're here.” 

Alexander said that the average sal- 
ary for people who have never gone 
to college is $32,000, but the average 
salary for college graduates is $60,000 
and grows each year. For people who 
start college but don’t finish, the aver- 
age income is only $37,000. 

“When I heard about the salaries 
that people who finish college get, it 
made me really want to finish college,” 
15-year-old Jaylen Davis said.

The state of California has asked the 
Cal State University system for a $250 
million loan for the end of February. 

California’s cash flow is expected 
to run low around the beginning of 
March due to insufficient tax revenue 
from the previous year, according to an 
article from the Daily Californian. In 
order for the state to cover the short- 
age, the state will be taking out a hefty 
loan from the CSU.

‘Cal State Long Beach junior journal- 
ism major Heather Youmans’ final mo- 
ment in the “American Idol” spotlight 
aired Wednesday night during the sing- 
ing competition’s first round of Holly- 
wood auditions. 

Youmans, 19, was shown singing 
Heart’s “Crazy on You” and receiving 
sour faces from the judges in response 
to an off-key note. 

“That song choice is at the peak of 
my vocal ability,’ she said. “[It] was 
‘very gutsy.” 

Despite Youmans’ professional ex- 
perience on movie soundtracks and in 
musical theatre, she said nothing could 
prepare her for Hollywood Week. 

“When you’re in the music business, 
not reality TV business, you are sur- 
rounded by band members and people 
in the studio who want you to do well,” 
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she said. “You don’t have that band or 
the support of people [in a reality com- 
petition]. Everybody there is competing 
against you, and they all want you to do 
poorly.” 

She said the edited footage wasn’t an 
accurate representation of the judges’ 
reactions. 

“They'll cut and paste the looks ... 
But I know it’s for the entertainment 
sake of it all, which is fine,” Youmans 
said. 

Still, she said she’s not ashamed of 
the footage. 

“Yeah, it sucks,” she said. “Every- 
body has a bad day. Yeah, it’s unfortu- 
nate that they showed me having a bad 
day, but what can you do?” 

Youmans first impressed the judges 
at the San Diego auditions with her 
rendition of Carole King’s “Some Kind 
of Wonderful.” In regards to the clip 
shown of her singing off-key, Youmans 
said the people who know her still know 
what she is capable of. 

“Listening to somebody’s voice for 
10 seconds and trying to establish who 
they are as a singer is like trying to get 
a rocket scientist to explain his life’s 
work in 10 seconds,” Youmans said. 
“That will never happen.” : 

Before her elimination, Youman 


said other contestants were asking her ~ 


to be in their groups for the next round. 
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“They heard me practicing in my 
hotel,” she said. “So all my other peers 
were expecting me to get through. It 
was a shocker. But it was all due to 
nerves, 100 percent.” 

She said, for a lot of contestants, it 
was their second, third or fourth time in 
Hollywood, and they became less ner- 
vous each time they tried out. 

“The only way that you can conquer 
nerves is by being in a situation like 
that all the time — a reality TV. situa- 
tion like that,” she said. “That was my 
first time being in that environment, 
even though I’ve performed a lot.” 

She said that, in the end, the ones left 
are the ones who can take the pressure 
of the situation. : 

“Success really depends on how you 
take rejection,” she said. “It’s a fact of 
life in the entertainment industry ... I 
have a thick skin and I take each dip in 
the road as a reason to work hard and 
blow everybody’s mind.” 

Still, Youmans said she’s grateful 
that a million people now know her 
name. 

“On YouTube, my plays and likes 
have been going up,” she said. “People 
are realizing [the clip] was an inaccu- 
rate representation.” 

When asked if she would try out for 
“Idol” again, Youmans said she was ini- 
tially opposed to the idea, but has now

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Students look to 
mobile apps for jobs 


Studies show the 
market to create apps 
is rising.

Cal State Long Beach students with 
‘skills in computer science are looking 
at an emerging field — creating appli- 
cations for smart phones. 

According to a study done by Tech- 
Net, 466,000 jobs have been created 
since 2007 in the mobile app sector. 

This is largely due to the introduc- 
tion of the iPhone, Android devices and 
Facebook. Their ever-increasing popu- 
larity has led to a high demand for mo- 
bile apps, and companies need software 
engineers to develop those apps. 

’“Mobile app development has in- 
trigued.me as a possible career, espe- 
cially since it’s expected to be one of 
the IT fields with the most growth over 
the next couple of years,” sophomore 
electrical engineering major Edwin Al- 
meida said. 

Many engineering majors develop 


mobile apps for their senior projects - 


and some have even found a profit in 
app development. 

In 2007, a group known as the “Face- 
book Class” at Stanford turned their 


homework assignments into six-figure 
paychecks when the apps they devel- 
oped for the class became so successful 
that they ended up being sold to bigger 
companies. 

“I'd like to develop an app that be- 
came so essential, or useful, that people 
wondered how on earth they used to get 
along without said app,” Almeida said. 

As an electrical engineering major, 
however, his options. are limited in 
terms of training. For those who lack 
experience in developing mobile apps, 
computer engineering and computer 
science 453 is an introductory mobile 
app development class offered each 
fall. 

According to the TechNet study, 
however, jobs in this sector are not 
likely to be found locally. Most oppor- 
tunities are coming from cities like San 
Francisco, New York and Seattle. 

According to Almeida, that does not 
mean that CSULB could not use a few 
app developers. 

“Whoever runs Beachboard should 
really make a native iPhone and An- 
droid app instead of the webapp that’s 
currently available,” Almeida said. 

As more appliances become capable 
of establishing an Internet connection, 
the need for app developers will grow. 

For students, creating apps could be 
the key to a quick entry into the work- 
force following graduation, at a time 
when the national unemployment rate 
is still more than 8 percent. 
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rate, which would yield approximately 
$830,000 for the CSU system. 

It is not uncommon for the CSU to 
save their allocations in low-risk ac- 
counts and investments at the begin- 
ning of the year, CSU spokesman Erik 
Fallis said. 

“We save and invest our money 
throughout the year, so we can pay our 
bills at the end of the year,” Fallis said. 
“We depend on that investment.” 

Fallis said the safety of this loan is 
no different than any other investment 
the CSU would typically make. 

“We don’t invest in anything that’s 
risky,” Fallis said. “The state’s mak- 
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which the university can go over or 
under. Cal State Long Beach has man- 
aged to stay within its enrollment tar- 
get and will continue to receive its full 
budget. 

“Every student over the enrollment 

.target takes away from other stu- 
dents,” said Erik Fallis, a spokesman 
for the CSU. 

Fallis also said that the fees are not 
meant to be a punishment, but rather 
an incentive meant to help- campuses 
avoid over-enrollment and receive full 
funding. The target is necessary be- 
cause the CSU system lost $650 mil- 
lion in funding last year. 

“There are two choices when it 
comes to funding,” Fallis said. “The 
first is spreading out the budget to 
a larger amount of students, which 
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ing a firm commitment to return the 
funds.” 

The irony of the situation, however, 
is that the CSU could be facing $200 
million in budget cuts if two tax in- 
creases are voted down in November. 

Fallis said that the loan would have 
no effect on education cuts in Gov. 
Jerry Brown’s budget proposal. 

“It’s not really going to have an im- 
pact on students or student services,” 
Fallis said. “Unfortunately, the only 
sort of benefit we get out of this is a 
slightly higher interest rate.” 

It is not a rare occurrence for states 
to borrow outside the bank from one 
source to pay off another, according 
to Wade Martin, a CSULB economics 
professor. 

The main concern for students, in 


means fee increases or limit the 
amount of students allowed to enroll.” 

In fall 2011, a combination of the 
two went into action. 

Fees increased and enrollment tar- 
gets decreased. Most schools, includ- 
ing CSULB, stayed within the target 
rate. 

According to Rick Gloady, director 
of media relations, and the Chancel- 
lor’s Office, CSULB’s annualized tar- 
get FTE for the 2011 academic year is 
27,968 and the actual FTE number is 
about 28,033, which is only 2 percent 
more. 

This leaves CSULB with access to 
full tuition and state funding. 

This success can be attributed to 
admissions strategic planning. - 

With 25,124 students admitted in 
fall 2011, only 8,920 enrolled. Using

“Those reserves are invested some- 
where,” Martin said. “And you need to 
understand the return you’re currently 
getting, compared to the return from 
the state.” 

Fallis said that the state’s educa- 
tional budget cuts are an entirely dif- 
ferent issue. 

“The. problem is that the state has 
pulled out its share, so students have 
increasingly shouldered the burden,” 
Fallis said. “We are working really 
closely with student government to 
pressure California to reinvest in CSU 
student success.” 


this target. 

“Admissions is not a science, it’s an 
art,” Fallis said. 

The school admissions office can- 
not know how many students will en- 
roll after they have been accepted. 

Marie Alford, director of admis- 
sions, said that, in order to not go too 
far over or under the target, the uni- 
versity “employs a lot of data and look 
to past numbers.” This data helps the 
school estimate how many students 
will enroll each semester and keeps 
CSULB within target. - 

However, some CSU campuses did 
not do as well. 

Six campuses in the CSU system 
are facing fines that will take back the 
tuition money made from the over-en- 
rolled students and put it into the CSU 
budget. According to Fallis, these 
campuses are: Bakersfield, Domin- 
guez Hills, San Jose, San Marcos, 
Stanislaus and Northridge. 
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Getting funds for school is about 
to get a whole lot tougher for students 
going to college in California. Last 
week, Gov. Jerry Brown announced a 

proposal to 
increase the 
OUR VIEW qualifying 
grade point 
averages for 
students who receive Cal Grants. The 
proposal would affect students within 
+ the University of California and Cal 
State University systems. : 

If the decision goes through it would 
raise the merit-based Cal Grant A 
minimum GPA from 3.0 to 3.25 and 
the income-based Cal Grant B from 
2.0 to 2.75. The GPA requirement 
would also increase for students who 
have transferred from community 
colleges. Their minimum requirement 
will move from 2.4 to 2.75. 

With the price of school skyrocket- 
ing over the past few years— at Long 
Beach State in particular—this news 
comes as another major blow to stu- 
dents trying to finish up their college 
degree. 

Cal Grant students who have been 
working to maintain a certain GPA to 
keep their funding each year will now 
have to hope they kept their GPA high 
enough to continue receiving funding. 

If this proposal does go through, it . 
is unfair to raise the minimum GPA 
requirement on current students who 
have been going to school and getting 
the sufficient grades to receive the 
grant. Especially in the Cal Grant B 
circumstance, which raises the mini- 
mum GPA by .75. 

Raising the minimum GPA require- 
ment will affect students deeper into 
their college careers the most: They’ Il 
have difficulty raising their GPA quick 
enough to meet the requirement if they 
fall below the niew cutoff. : 


Also, many students receiving these types of grants really need 
the money. Many have part-time jobs just to offset all their school 
expenses, which can be detrimental to quality study time. : 

The proposal will be tough on certain students who do not make 
the new requirement who cannot pay to finish up their degree. 

However, something does has to give for California to get out of ° 
its financial crisis. Brown says the proposal could knock off $131.2 
million in state funding. That is a lot of money that the state can cut 


out of the budget. 


: But, Cal Grants are different from the student loans most college’ 
students get. Student loans get paid back after graduation whereas 


Cal Grants do not. 


Students receiving Cal Grants are essentially getting free money 
and should be pushed harder to earn the cash. Raising the GPA 
requirement will force those with a lower GPA who abuse the 
system to work harder.This proposal would be harshest on students 
being affected in the middle of their college tenure. If, for whatever 
reason they do not meet the new requirements, it would be unfair to 
take away money they have been expecting to get. 
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If implementing this proposal increases dropout rates, the 
_State should reconsider. Maybe it would be better to apply the new 


requirement strictly to incoming freshmen. 


Nonetheless, California is going to keep searching for ways 
to cut down the financial deficit. Even though Cal Grants can be 
looked at as an investment into our future, our current situation 
cannot warrant giving away free money to students who are just 
skating by with lower GPAs. Many students will be edged out of the 
Cal Grant program, but maybe raising the minimum GPA will help 
raise standards of CSU and UC students. 


Obama’s contraceptives policy is a victory for women’s rights 


Obama has made the right move by requiring 
health insurance companies to pay for contracep- 
tion coverage for religiously opposed institutions, 
while maintaining his previous policy to force all 
other employers to offer free contraception. 

The policy in its original form got a 61 per- 
cent approval rating according to a Fox News 
Poll. 

The White House’s decision to react quickly 
and in a pluralistic way shows Obama’s ability 
to compromise. As Obama said in an interview 
for PBS Hour, he is aware that he can’t please 
everyone. : 

After the proposed plan required Catholic 
hospitals to have to pay for contraception cover- 
age for their employees, conservative religious 
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officials reacted negatively. They thought the 
move represented a “bureaucratic assault on reli- 
gious freedom” as Rolling Stone’s Tim Dickenson 
reported. ; 

There is still some condemnation, though, 
from Catholic leaders who say that this govern- 
ment coercion of religious 
institutions is wrong in refus- 
ing to consider “religious in- 
surers, self-insuring religious 
employers, religious for-profit 
employers and secular nonprofit employers.” 

As Fox News points out, the free contraceptive 
policy is not to simply prevent babies but, rather, 
to address many other female health conditions * 
that contraceptives help with. 
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As New York Times writer Jackie Calmeés 
points out, the reality is that many women, re- 
gardless of Roman Catholics’ view of contracep- 
tion, have used contraception methods. 

Republicans, including Sarah Palin, question 
the government’s self-imposed right to “tell us 

what we must consume, what 
we must purchase, what we

Whitney Houston dies at 48 in Beverly Hills 


The singer/actress’ _ 
cause of death is not 
yet known.

On Saturday, it was announced that the 
legendary singer/actress Whitney Hous- 
ton, 48, died in a Beverly Hills hotel room 
the day before the Grammy Awards. 

Beverly Hills police Lt. Mark Rosen 
told the Associated Press that the singer 
was pronounced dead at 3:55 p.m. 

Paramedics were already at the Hilton 
Hotel because of a Grammy Awards party. 
However, they failed to revive Houston. 


“There were no obvious signs of any 
criminal intent,” Rosen said. 

Houston’s publicist, Kristen Fos- 
ter, confirmed the death Saturday, but 
gave no details. 

Family members said they talked 
to Houston hours before her death and 
nothing seemed to be out of the ordinary. 

Unconfirmed rumors of drug over- 
dose have, however, flooded gossip 
sites and fan pages on the internet. 

Drug use and Houston’s rocky mar- 
riage to R&B singer Bobby Brown were 
frequent tabloid headlines throughout 
the ’90s and early 2000s. 

In promoting her comeback studio 
album in 2009, “I Look to You,” Hous- 
ton told the Oprah Winfrey Show that 
she had struggles with heavy drug us- 
age in the past.. 

She also added that her 14-year-mar- 


riage to Brown was emotionally abusive, 
and that she finally left the marriage af- 
ter Brown spit in her face in a drunken 
rage with their daughter watching. 
Houston was a leading pop diva in the 
’80s and 90s with Billboard chart top- 
pers, like “I Want to Dance with Some- 
body,” and “I Will Always Love You.” 


She made her mark on the big . 


screen in movies like “The Body- 
guard” and “Waiting to Exhale.” 

Her list of awards include 30 Bill- 
board Music Awards, 22 American 
Music Awards, six Grammy Awards 
and two Emmy Awards. 

With what some have called “the 
voice,” she is credited for selling almost 
180-million albums worldwide. 

Just like the rest of the world, stu- 
dents at Cal State Long Beach are 
shocked by the death of the superstar. 


Monica Eisenbeisz, criminal justice 
alumna, didn’t see Houston’s death 
coming at all. 

“T was honestly shocked by the news 
of her death, even considering her past 
drug abuse,” Eisenbeisz said. “She was 
an exceptionally-talented and beautiful 
woman who pushed boundaries with 
her music.” : 

Jessica Mendoza, junior journalism 
major, said the news of Houston’s passing 
was unfortunate since she was so young. 

“It’s tragic that such an influential 
artist has passed,” Mendoza said. “Her 
spirit will live on through her music.” 

In recent years, Houston. has been 


criticized for canceling tour dates and. 


the loss of her voice due to drug usage. 

No further information on her death 
is available as her body awaits investi- 
gation.

The Bob Cole Conservatory Sym- 
phony Orchestra captivated the audi- 
ence with three pieces of beautifully- 
composed music, as well as a bit of 
comedy on Friday night in Daniel Re- 
cital Hall.

The music 
was so beautifully performed that even 
the composer, who attended the con- 
cert, ran to the stage and shook the hand 
of conductor Miiller-Stosch. 

Before the next song began, Miiller- 
Stosch came on stage and jokingly 
warned the crowd that the next piece 
was “going to get loud” because of the 
small size of DHR. Miiller-Stosch went 
on to introduce his pupil, and the con- 
ductor for the next piece. 

Brandon Faber, graduate assistant 
conductor, conducted the following 
piece, titled “Appalachian Spring.” 
This piece marked the culmination of 
his graduate conducting project. 

“Appalachian Spring” begins with a 
soft sound, and transitions into a play- 
ful tune. This piece was fun to listen 
to, and conveyéd springtime flawlessly. 
It may have been the most familiar to 
listeners with the tune “ A Gift to be 
Simple,” a popular choral piece, being 
the main melody in the composition.

It was played beautifully but the 
composition became boring at points 
and left listeners with mixed emotions. 
There were some beautiful violin solos, 
performed by Madeleine Eaton, that al- 
most brought this drab piece back, but 
the morose tone took over, and the piece 
never recovered. ;

Student speaks 
loudly with poetry

Mae Ramirez, creative writing MFA 
student, may be tiny — standing just 
around 5-feet-tall — but her charisma 
and ability to silence a packed room 
makes up for lost height. 

Ramirez’s slam poetry captured the 
attentions of Downtown Long Beach 
art gallery Exhibit [A] attendees during 
the Cal State Long Beach MFA Read- 
ing Series on Friday. 

Her poems were performed along- 
side fellow MFA students, who also 
shared their works that evening. She 
also brings the Long Beach youth to- 
gether with various youth art programs. 

Ramirez belted through her poems, 
projecting her rhythmic. expressions 
across the room for everyone to hear 
Her poems offered relatable topics, which 
are presented in dramatic fluctuations 
of prose.

Ramirez had never heard of slam 
poetry until two years ago, when she 
joined the CSULB Slam Team. She has 
competed regionally and nationally as

When not attending school, Ramirez 
brings the youth together as cofounder 
of ;DUENDE!

While one of the group’s main events 
this year is to compete using slam po- 
etry at the Brave New Voices Festival 
in San Francisco, getting the youth to 
connect through expression is the main 
goal for Ramirez.

She also now works for an after

‘Niners topple CSUN 
in double overtime

The Long Beach State women’s bas- 
ketball team headed into the Matadome 
on Saturday night as massive under- 
dogs, preparing to face off against Big 
West conference-leading Cal State 
Northridge. 

LBSU (10-14, 5-6 Big West Confer- 
ence), which is a dismal 1-12 away from 
the comforts of the Walter Pyramid, 
stunned the host Matadors (14-10, 8-3) 
with a 75-72 double-overtime victory. 

Down by three late in regulation, 
freshman guard and Northridge native 
Chantel Dooley swiftly cut through the 
paint and converted a layup to bring the 
49ers to within one point with 10 sec- 
onds to go. 

LBSU then intentionally fouled fresh- 
man guard Ashlee Guay, who converted 
one of two from the free throw line. 

On the ensuing possession, Dooley’s 
homecoming party continued as she 
scored in the paint once more to tie the 
game with 1.4 seconds remaining. 

A 40-foot heave by Matador star 
Jasmine Erving at the buzzer was un- 
successful and The Beach carried the 
momentum into overtime. 

“It’s pretty great,” Dooley said of her 
return to Northridge after watching last 
year’s contest due to her redshirt sta- 


tus. “All of my friends and family were 
here. I had to show them something, it 
put a little fire under me.” 

Dooley added: “It took heart and 
will. It took getting to the basket and 
getting a layup.” 

LBSU jumped out to a-quick five- 
point lead in the first overtime,’ but 
Northridge scored the last five of the 
extra frame to force a second overtime. 

To start the second overtime, Dooley 
was at it again as she scored two quick 
buckets for The Beach. She finished the 
contest with 10 points, three rebounds, 
two assists and a steal. From there, se- 
nior forward Tipesa Moorer took over. 

Moorer sunk her second three-point- 
er of the contest and then converted 
four consecutive free throws to anchor 
the ’Niners and seal the win. 

The lone senior paced the ’Nin- 
ers throughout the game, finishing 19 
points on 6 of 17 shooting to go along 
with five rebounds. 

After the game, Moorer had nothing 
but praise for the play of Dooley. 

“She is such a great athlete,’ she 
said. “When she plays the way she did 
today she is unstoppable, I don’t think 
they were ready for her.”
